W ith schools clo.sed and citizens 
obeying 
medical 
instruction 
foi 
evading the epidemic, the disease 
itself still rem ains a m ystery to sci­ 
entists and phyiscians. 
According 
to Dr. G. W. Moody, director of the 
hygienic laboratory of the public 
health service a t W ashington, D. C., 
the bacillus which causes influenza 
has never been isolated and it is 
impossible to say w hether the di­ 
sease results from activities of one 
or several germ s. 
“Influenza is alw’ays difficult to 
control,” said Dr. Kegel. “It is up 
to each" individual to protect 
self, his fam ily and his employes.” 
In m aking public the influenza 
figures, W ednesday, Dr. Arnold H. 
Kegel, commissioner of health of 
the city of Chicago, said th at the 
disea.se had not become epidemic, 
but he issued a w rm in g to 
those 
taken ill to call a physician at once. 
80 Per Cent “N eglectful” 
“Of the 140 ca.ses reported yes­ 
terday,” he said, “only thirty-one 
had called a physician the first day. 
T hat indicates th at 80 per cent of 
Fie people of the ctiy are neglectful. 
A t the first sign of flu a physician 
should be called. 
“There is no need for general 
alarm . 
Influenza has not yet be­ 
come epidemic in character, but due 
care should be taken by those ill. 
Don’t w ait until the patient becomes 
really ill before calling a doctor. 
Prom pt medical attention can do 
much to .stem the disease.”
